Recognizing that roads of this type, 


when developed, immediately become 
the setting for many unsightly con- 
ditions, thc effort is being made to 
prevent this along Highway 82, es- 
pecially in view of its being one of 
thc scenic routes of tlie mid-south 
nrcn. 


Without a law at the present time 


to protect landowners from undesir- 
able encroachments, it has been de- 
termined thnt these owners can by
